HAVANA, Cuba, April 8.—(New York
World Cablegram—S8pecial Telegram.)—"1 am
tired of these false ossartions about the
United States government and about its con-
sulate genornl In Havana," sald Consnl Gen-
oral Willlams today. “Patience has eecdsed
to be a virtue. There should be an end to
guch thites, The people of the United SBtotes
have been decelved long encugh.

The consul general was talking of the
sumerons complaints of people, who, belng
In trouble with the Spanish government, have
oriticiged the State department at Wash-
ington and the conswl general, thinking that
not snough Is done for them, Mr. Willlams
has been a hard man to Interview during
the past twelve months, He has treated
yio with mreal courtesy, and has afforded
moe every facllity consistent with hls duty,
but always herotofore he has declined to be

tnterviewed. He {s averse te having his
opinlone made publie, 3
The clrewmstances under which Mr. Wil-

lams gpoke out Ltoday were these: The World
of April 4 contained a dispateh from Tampa,
Tla.,, which reported that “Louls Martinez
Vignor, an Amerlean, arrésted Marceh 20 in
Havana, wriles that probably he will be
ment to Conta, Afriea, as the United Statea
government has done nothing to protect him.*
T knew about the case of Vinet, not Vienor,
ne the types give the name, but, In arder to
ohinln the oMclal facts, 1T called at the pal-
ace andl on Consul General Willlams. Tho
latter gave moe thip Information:

“Vinet was arrested, as stated. He told
tho offic'nls he was a eltizen of the Uniled
Btates, The following day (Mareh 27) In-
quiry was mnde from the Spanish govern-
mont It Vinet's name wna on the register
of American citizens, ofMclally malntained in
this consulate general, Investization iz
elosed the fact that Vinet was recorded as a
cltizen In 1874. He lv o Cuban, and has not
been off the lsland In twonty-two years.

HAS ALL OF HIS RIGHTS,

“1 informed the government that  Vinet
wae reglitered, Tmmedintely his rcase wasn
taken from the military branch, unde= which
he was held, and transferred to tle civil
authorities. This actlon ocourrad the same
day 1 defined his cltizensghip,

“The procedure of the autharities was un-
policited by me. I shou'd have demfnded
the transfer to bs male in accordance with
the treaty and prolocel with Spain, but the
government of ite own voliticn acted atrictly
in accord with the treaty rlgnt of the prie-
oner, who is now in jall awalting elvil trial
¥ie has one of the ablest lnwyirs of Havana,
Senor Viendl, who defended Sangullly.”

Consul General Willlams 41! oot wish Lo
talk about the ecause of the arrest of Vinet,
#3 1 vigited tha palace and nscertained the
govermment's elde of the cazp. T wns in-
formed that the prigoner resilas in Guana-
bacoa, a snburb of Havana, haz heen open
in hiz expresslong of aympatihy with the re-
bellion and was under suryvelllance. Beipg
suspected of recelving treasonable corre-
spondence, he was placsd under espionage.
When he wint to the postoillice a policeman
on guard arvested him 1o the act of placing
letters in a mall box. 1 ¢1d not ascertain the
exact nature of the correspwmdence found in
Vinet's pospession, but I was Informed It
fully Justified the previous suspleion. The
papers are now In the hands of a judge of In-

HARDLY CITIZENS IN NAME.

“Of eourse under the United States lnwe
they are entitled to tae sam=> protectlon as a
eltizean who resides  periacnently  in the
stater, There are many Instinees I esald
name of subjects of Spain, bora anl residing
in Cuba, who have never been In the United
Blates except for a fewx dave, Just lore
enough to secure pape s of elt'zenship, thangh
not, of course, ac2wrding to Tegal methodn.

“There are peonle here who hold citizen-

ship pavers who have never heen In the
United States, and who cannot speak the
English laneuage. Thesa people, who per-

form no obligation to the United States in
any manner—by paving taxes or otherwise—
geek In overy poseible way to avold duties to
the governmment of Spaln, under which they
live and do business, It I» thip clase of
pltizens who get into trouble, and who erit-
folse the United States government and s
repreapniatives here,

1 treat all allke, T earry out the laws
governipg coneular ofMeers and the Instrue-
tions of the State department to the letter,
Under the laws the ‘paper citizens,' ne they
are commoenly called, are entitled to the same
mipport a8 Americans who reside in the
United States, pay taxes and ald In the
advancement of the material prosperity of
thelr country. Hut this does not satlsfy those
who got iInto trouble, They expeot anpd
demand that the consul genecral go outslde
;lulsr law and hilg instructlons in thelr be-

**1 have known Instances where Individuals
who resided permanently here, who drew
salaries from the Spanieh government and

“Every American In trouble who demands

Today's mail brought from Now York
newspapers contalning accounts of the al-
leged passing of the military line by Ban-
dera on the night when he really wans attacks
Ing Consolation del Norte, a town sixty miles
weat of the trocha,

technieal manner. The Spanich army against
him ig being strengthened daily and it does
not appear poesible that an lmportant meet-
Ing between the cpposing forces can be long
doferrel.

A few skirmishes are reported today from
different points, not of consequence,

Havana eontinues to receive the intelligence
of the vote in the house of representatives
at  Washington without econcern. Many
ndopted eitizens have worked themsolves
Inte excltement over what they term posel-
bilitles, but, as on previous ocessions, thelr
fours are groundless,

Weyler Only Waltlng Untll the Gen-
ernl Eleetion is Over,

HAVANA, April 8-—The Insurgents have
burned the cane fields and 1,600 tons of sugar
at tho plantation of Santa Rita de DBaro,
Matangns,

A dispatech from Trinidad says Manuel
Gonzales, the Insurgent leader, has Yeen
killed and a telegram from Oliver says four
Ineurgents have been arrested there and that
In addition the authorities have made prison-
er the mistrers of the well known insur-
gent lender, Blas Hernandez.

Captain General Weyler lagt night took a
walk incognito through the streets of the
elty. It is probable that after the election
he will assume personal direction of the oper-
ntions aga'nst the Insurgents in the prov-
Ince of Plnar del Rio,

At the farm of El Portugee, province of
Matanzas, the Insurgenta captured the pro-
prietor, Joaquin Martinez Pajarez, and in
the presence of hls daughters, who were
erying and begging them not to kill their
father, the insurgents carried the unfortunate
man to the woods. His daughtep Amella fol-
lowed her father and thereupon the Insur-
gents fastened ber to a tree and In hor pres-
ence cut off her Iather's arm and slashed
his neck., Th'!e, according to the story,
caused the young girl to faint and she was
then outraged by the Insurgents, who after-
ward burned the [arm house,

An Insurgent convicted of incendlariem In
the province of Pinar del Rio was excouted
today. Joge Cabrera, also an insurgent, eon-
victed of Ipcendlarsm, will be shot in the
Cabanas fortress tomorrow,

Insurgents have burned 1,300 tons of cane
on the plantation of San Juan Bautista, ip
the province of Matapzas, and have hangel
ohe laberer and plundered o store at Marlano
nenr teat city.

Pollce Inspecltor Trujillo has detalned In
custody & fermer employe of Hidalgo & Co,,
bankere of thls elty, on the charge of hav-
ing been connected with the forgery on
Auguvst Belmont & Co. of New York.

At Tarvibarin the insurgents left fifteen
killed and the soldlers captured a number
of arme, The troops had seven wounded,
The column of troope commanded by Colonel
Escudero, In the province of Santlago de
Cuba, lost seven wounded durlng eeveral
skirmishes with the Insurgents. Of the lat-
ler six were killed.

In an ambusgcade on the plantat'on of
Uremea, provinee of Matangzas, the (roops
lilled the insufgent leader, Ernosto Horrera,
and four of his followers.

A column of troops skirmishing In the
vieinity of the plantations of Fajardo and
has killed

Morenito, province of Matanzas,
twelve Insurgents, The troops had five
wounded,

The Rey squadron of cavalry near Santiago
de Cuba, wbile pursuing a band of Insur-
gents, killed two of the latier's oflicers and
two privates

Colonel Rosas at Jarahuca®, Santlago de
Cuba, haw captured an insurgent camp and
the insurgent colonel, Banchez, left five killed
and the troops captured one prisoner.

Juss Maceo was In command of the Insurs
gents at Tiarraba and Colonel Rocag c¢om-
manded the Spanlsh troops,

The gqueen has ordered felicitations to Gen-

As the result of o skirmish in Santa Clara

SPAIN CONTINUES  HOPEFUL

Belief that President Oleveland Will Bound
' Europe Before Acting Exists,

MINISTRY MOVES WITH GREAT CAUTION

Will Endeavor to Malntnin the Most
Cordinl Relntions  with  the
United Stntes Pending the
President's Decislon,

MADRID, April B-—(New York World
Cablegram—E8pecial Telegram.)—With a view
to eontrolllng the popular patriotic agliation
which la fanaed by the prese and the opposl-
tion politielana, the government declares that
it attaches no importance to the resolutions
adopted by the Amerlean congress or to the
opinion of Amerlcan Jingoes, It relterates
Itg bellef that President Cleveland will elther
tako no notlee of the resolutions or will not
move In the matter until he has formed an
extlmate of the Impression caused by those
resolutions In Europe, In the Spanlsh-Amer-
lemn republics;, In Cuba and in the United
States,

The Spanish government affects to belleye
It posgible that there will be developed in
all these dlrectlons sufliclent sympathy for
Spa'n to deter President Cleveland from
mors than a platonic intervention some day
in faver of the Cubans It |s seml-ofclally
stated today that this government will per-
severe In the present cordial relations with
aPregident Cleveland and  will regulate 1is
conduct entirely by that of Lhe American
government. It will welcome, It s added,
any friendly advance or advice, but will de-
cline absolutely to entertaln any proposition
or suggestion Involving the slightest In-
fringement of the soverelgn rights of Spain
'n Cuba or any notlen of treating the Cubang
in arms otherwlse than as rebels who must
first submlt unconditionally before Spaln wlill
grant to the colony political, administrative
or commercial reforms compatible with Span-
Ish rule in the West Indies.

PROHIBITS ALL DEMONETRATIONS,

The government has telegraphed to the
clvil and military authoritles throughout
Spaln, prohibiting all demonstrations (o the
streets or meetings against the Unlted States,
Force will be used If necessary to prevent
them. Any university ar school whose stu-
dents attempt such o demonstration will be
closed. These measures are taken because
the leaders of the republican parties are try-
ing to met up an anti-Americin agitation
again. In fact, only the republican papers
today blame the government for “dampening
the patriotie ardor In a way that leads
clearly to allenating publle sentimeént from
the monarchy."

The other newspapers, including even the
Imparcial, the Correspondencia and liberal
Organs, recommended moderation and
putience, to avold glving provocation which
might play iInto the hands of those who
want to force Presldent Cleveland to side
with the Cuban rebels,

The council of ministers devoted last night
morg time to the clectlone and to financial
projects than to the proposition regarding
naval armaments, which the minister of
marine finds his colleagues are not digposed
to authorize on the scale he advocates,

The Madrid presas eays Premler Canovas
iand the duke of Tetnan, the forelgn ninis-
ter, are preparing a memoarandum to submit
to the Buropean powers, giving the whole
history of the relations between Spaln and
the United States during the present Cuben
Insurrection and Indicated possible contin-

BAGASTA ADVIEES MORE REFORMS,

Senor Sagasta, the chief of the liberal op-
position, told some Spanish reporters today
that he thinks the government ought to
promptly carry out in the Spanish West In-
digs extenaslve reforms on even a more lib-
eral scale than those voted last year by the
Spanieh Parllament. Senor Sagasta belleves
such reforms would be as effective as vig-
orons miiltary operations In Cuba and would
forestall all forelgn Interference. Senor Sa-
gasla feara President Cleveland will try to
take ndvantage of Bpain’s embarrarsments In
Cuba to get payment of ndemnity for Ameri-
can eitizene who have suffered by reason of
the presznt Insurrection.

The Madrid authorities acted energetically
to suppreas a slight attempt at a demonstra-
tion by the students of the university today,

The press tonight almaost unanimoualy ad-
vocates prudence In order to strengthen the
hands of the mmisters, but the llberal paper,
Bl Corree, adviges the government to demand
of Prealdent Cleveland a declaration of his
Iintentions, and urges that It be intimated to
him that Spaln Is determined Lo reslst any
interference,

SERIOUS CONDITION IN CUBA.

Inglsh Press Does Not Think Inter-
ference Wil Help Mnatters.
LONDON, Aprl 9.—The Morning Post, in
an editorial, assumes that President Cleve-
fand will do nothing on the Cuban resolution
and that It Is merely e'ection tactics, “A
very scrious condltion of things exists ‘n
Cuba,' says the Post, *‘but It |s not one that
is lkely to be Ilmproved by the gratuitous

Interference of the American jingolsm."

A French resident of Cuba, writing to thoe
Soo'n, draws a lamentable pleture of the
fercelons character the war has assumed
under Weyler.

DROPPED FOR OUTTING PRICES,

Ameriean Tobneco Compaay Glven 1is
Nenwons for Catting O Dealers.
NEWARK, N, J.,, April 8~~The American

Tobacce company case was continued today

before Vice Chancellor Reed i the court of

chancery, The testimony was interosting, a

number of witnesses belng examined regard-

Ing the substance of their contracts with the

Ameriean company and the effect of these
contracts on handling goods of other con=

cerns. J, J. Kinney, who until a short time
ago wng n wholesale dealer in this clty, de-
clared the effect of the eonkgnment con-

tract which he had sighed was to delar him
from selling cigarottes manufactured by J.
R. Miller & Song, the compia!nant, He
dtated that after he had been thus debarred
he had gone to the assistamt secretary of the
American Tobacco company and had pro-
tested that by reason of declining to sell
clgarettes of a brand not made by the com-
pany he wag In danger of lesing much of
hie eunstom, Eventually, he stated, it was
agreed to allow him to dispose of the stock
of oute'de goods which he had on hand,

J. B, Crawtord said the reakon he had
glven up the sale of the ¢lgarettes in ques-
tlon was that there In - lttle demand for
them, On severe crosg-examination, how-
ever, he sald such actlen on his part was due
In o measurs to Intimations on the part of a
director of the American Tobacco company.

Josiah DBrown, secrelary of the company,
after taking the sland, read to the court
the conslgnment contract which figures so
prominently in the case, and algo stated that
it wae adopted by a vote of six yeas and four
naye at 8 meeting of the dlrectors In March,
18682, Previous to the adoption of that con-
tract the company sold the goods outright.

It was asked by the counsel for the com-
plalnant that the lst of consignees of the
company be produced, and the names of
these who had been cut aoff, This was ap-
posed, on the ground that - the ecompany
ghould not be compelled to reveal its busi-
nees affalrs.  The chancelllor, however, de-
clded that the reasons for culting off these
conslgnees was the very espepope of the casa,

Mr. Brown then testified that the Hirst con-
signep cul off was the A&mierican Grocery
compuny, whose agroement was revoked in
1892. The reason, he eald, waa prohably be-
canse It was outting prices. The next agree-
ment revoked was that with J. F. 1., Arm-
field & Co. of Mmint Alry, N. C., IJuly, 1803,
Reazgons for this he =ald he Aid not know,
but he added that agreements werc revokeod
generally for cutting prices,. dizeriminating
againgt the Ameriean conipany’s goods and
the emallness of gales, The next to go wan
the flrm of Asheroft & Evans at Winston,
N. C. All firme, the witness sald, upon
whom such netion had been taken were noti-
fled that ag the relations betweeen them and
the company rere unsatigfactory the com-
pany had to revoke the agreement.

ACCORDED MILITARY HONORS

Japan's Great Field Marshal Arrives in
Omaha.

MET BY GENSRAL COPPINGER AND TROOPS

—_—

Receoption to the Visltor and His Suile

0t the Millned Hotel=Clty's
Gnests for n
Nny.

Unpropitiots weather gomewhat marred the
effest of the reception In Omaha yosterday
afternoon accorded to Marguls Yamagata, the
hero of Ping Yang and the general who
organiged the victorlous army of Japan, But
neithet raln nor darknesa  lemseped  the
warmth of the greetinge cxtended by Gen-
eral Coppinger. The distinguished Japanese
lender ghowed that he approciated the cors
dial feellng exhibited, and by a few remarks,
expreasod through the ald of his Interpreter,
Indicated his gratituile.

Accompanying the marshal of the Japanese
army are K. Tsodzuki, wio holds In Toklo
the position of general director of Imperial
archives; Major Oshima, an oMeer of artil-
lery; Dr. Hiral, a surgeon In the army, and
H. Knwisak], In the sulte are also two sub-
altern officers, Kadal and Terasakl, the latter
being private secretary (o the ambassador.
The moembers of the porty came in from
ﬂ].:lh:rl on the Unfon Pacifie’s “Overland Lim-
Ited,”™ on which they occupled the private
car, "Pukwann.”

They wers met at the unlon depot by Gen-
oral Coppinger, Adjutant General Schwan,
Major Tower, Mujor Wheeler, Captain Ullo,
Captain Nye, Licutenant Hutchison, and a
guard of honor, consisting of 100 men, under
the command of Capiain Ulle, General Cop-
pinger briefly welcomed Marquis Yamagata
and suggested that the party immediately
proceed to the hotel, on account of the heavy
raln which was falling. The murquis and
hin sulte, accompanled by General Copplnger
and hls slaff, took earrlages and drove di-
rectly to the Millard. The infantry, headed

by the Becond Regiment band, marched
alongelde  the carrlnges and escorted the
party.

At the hotel General Copplnger more fully
woleomed the distinguighed vigitor and hls
sulte. He sald that the fame of the grest
Japanese general had proceded him, and that
the reputation he had 85 well earped In the
recent war with China extended not only
thtough the Unlted States, but encircled thae
entire earth. He sald that military men
the world over watched the progress of that
war with Intense interest, and were delighted
at the brilllant achievements preceding and
Ineluding the victory of Ping Yang. General
Coppinger s#ald that Omaha's guest wae
known, not alone on mecount of hig splendid
military record, but that Amerlcans recog-
nized In him & statesman whose work In
tho Japanese ministry had been as Important
as his campaigns leadings up to the tri-
umphal conclusion of the war, General Cop-
pinger extended the hospitality of the depart-
ment to the marquls, and suggested that If
Thursday were a clear day an ingpection of
the new Fort Crook might prove agrecable,
He sald that he would leave Lieutenant
Hutehlson as an alde to the marquls, and
that the slightest wish of the latter would
bo instantly gratified,

COMPLIMENTS IN RETURN.

Throughont the ceremeules of greeting, and
cspectally during General Coppinger's com-
plimentary remsrks concerning his military
achlevements, Marquls Yamagata howed and
amiled and showed how appreclative he could
be, even though English were o siranger to
his tongue. Through Interpreter Tsudzukl
the marquls expressed his gratitude for the
reception accorded him ano his ardent love
of Americans and thelr hospitality. He
begged to be excumed for the evening, say-
Ing he had been unwell for some time, and
was almost exhausted from the long sall-
road journey. In his reply he Indicated that
he was well acquainted with the affalrs and
customs of thls country. " o

Marquis Yamagata Ip a small man, with
gray halr and a bristling moustache, He (@
gray of countenance rather than yellow. He
stoops slightly, and looks as though he were
not enjoylng the bemt of healih, It 15 said
that In his gallant services during the war

with China he all but broke down his
health, Hig looks do not belle this state-
mont., He s enroute to Moscow, Lo represent

his emperor at the great ceremony of the
coronation of the czar of all the Russlas, and
will there show to the nobility asssmbled
what graces of courtesy bloum In his oriental
eountry.

He has been the reclplent of marked at-
tenticns ever eince leaving the shores of
Japin. In Ban Franclsco elaborate recep-
tions were accorded him. He remained. in
that city two days. A brief Blop was made
at. Ogden, and o short while was gpent in
Denver. The party will remaln in this city
until this afternoon, when it will leave for
Chicago.

The Marquls Yamuagots, now 6 years of
uge, was n participant In the great revolu-
tion of 1868 that was the birth of the modern
Japan, The Marquis Ito, now premler,
Yamagata and a few others are the distin-
gulshed survivors. Fur his part in that
revolution he was ralsed to the nobllity,
recelving the dtle of  count, Very soon
after the revolution he mule the tour of the
United States and Europe, making a partics
ular study of the militury system and estabs
lishments, When he returned to bis coun-
try he wie made minlster of war and devoted
himself Lo organizing the army. Thuat or=-
ganlzation meant not merely forming com-
paniee, regiments, divislons and corps and
driiliog the men. It required first an edu-
cation In military spirit and  eothusiamm,
a martinl inspiration aud  then technleal
Instruetion. Both the inspiralton and the
Instruction he gave, He is the father of
the entire military system of Japan,

Then he became minister of the Interiop
and served In that post for many yoand
He way elevated to the frst place in the
ministry and during his service as premiep
was convoked the first parllament eyvep
held in Japan. When the war ag®inst China
was declared bhe was, at the speclal requess
of the emperor, serving as o moember of the
general stuff ot army headguarters,. He was
appoloted marshal, entrusted with the com-
mand of the Hrst Japanese ariny and too
the fleld in Cores, murching northward unt
he met the Chinese army at Plug Yang.
Of the result of this meeting the world
Is suficlently informed. In spite of the
poor defense made by the Chinese the vice
tory wus & notable wstrateglo lrlumf#.
